Schools ignore advice 
after Soham inquiry

SAFETY measures to 
prevent paedophiles 
and abusers working 
with children are 
being ignored by hun¬ 
dreds of schools. 

A investigation by our 
sister paper, the Cambridge 
Evening News, has revealed 
one of the key recommend¬ 
ations of Sir Michael 
Bichard, who carried out 
an investigation into mis¬ 
takes leading up to the 
Soham murders by care¬ 
taker Ian Huntley, is being 
ignored across the region. 

And after being informed of 
the security loophole, Sir 
Michael has called on the Gov¬ 
ernment, councils and schools to 
“address this urgently”. 

After Huntley got a job as 
caretaker at Soham Village 
College despite a string of 
serious sexual allegations 
against him, the Bichard 
Inquiry led to the National 
Council for School Leadership 
(NCSL) introducing recruitment 
training to prevent a repeat of 
the tragedy. 

The Safer Recruitment prog¬ 
ramme, launched in 2005, 
teaches schools how to weed out 
potentially dangerous job appli¬ 
cants at interview, and it is 
recommended that headteachers 
and one governor from each 
school should complete it. 

But figures obtained under the 
Freedom of Information Act 
reveal that nearly three years 
later, hundreds of schools 
around the region have failed to 
carry this out. Some authorities 
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have as few as 15 per cent of 
schools fully trained. 

Sir Michael said: “Some autho¬ 
rities still seem not to be giving 
this a priority as the figures 
show, and the Department for 
Children, Schools and Families, 
local authorities and schools 
need to address this urgently 

“It is essential schools do have 
staff and governors properly 
training in Safer Recruitment 
because interviewing candidates 
remains an important way of 
identifying people who should 
not be working with children.” 

Councillor John Powley, who 
represents Soham, said: “This is 
very worrying. I would urge staff 
and governors to do everything 
they can to stop this sort of 
tragedy ever happening again. 
We must close every loophole.” 

One school in Cambridgeshire 
- Cherry Hinton Infant School - 
has no staff trained on the 
course at all, and 64 others have 
just one NCSL-trained 
interviewer 

But Cambridgeshire has by far 
the best Safer Recruitment 
training record in the region 
with 73 per cent of schools 
having two fully qualified inter¬ 
viewers. 

Other authorities have as few 
as 15 per cent of schools with the 
full quota of NCSL-qualified 
staff - and neighbouring 
Norfolk has a massive 58 per 
cent of schools with no trained 
interviewers at all. 

Hertfordshire and Essex 
county councils said they did not 
know how many schools had 
failed to meet the requirements.

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Pub landlord steps in 
to save bikers’ show

A POPULAR motorbike 
festival has been saved by 
a pub landlord. 

The future of Soham Bike 
Show later this month was in 
doubt when their original 
venue, the Soham Lodge Hotel, 
closed suddenly recently. 

The closure left organisers of 
the show desperately trying to 
contact the hotel’s management 
to see if it could go ahead. 

The show attracts more than 
400 bikers each year. 

But like other customers 
with bookings, they faced a 
wall of silence as managers 
failed to return their calls or 
even reveal the identity of the 
new owners. 

Luckily, Cherry Tree 
landlord Martin Whitehouse 
offered his premises to the bike 
show, which will see live music, 
bike displays and overnight 
camping in a field next to the 
pub in Fordham Road. 

Bike show organiser Brian 
Johnson said: “Cancelling the 
show would have been a 
nightmare. 

“We had already distributed 
hundreds of flyers and put up 
all the posters when the Soham 
Lodge closed, so we would have 
needed to let everyone know it 
was not happening. 

“It would be awful to have 
bikers turning up to the hotel 
and finding it wasn’t on. 

“We have also raised a lot of 
money for Magpas at previous 
shows, so it’s good news for 
them that it is taking place. 

“The Cherry Tree has 
everything we need. 

“The custom bike show will 
take place in the back field and 
they also have a bandstand for 
the five bands that we have 
booked on the day.” 

Mr Whitehouse said: “The 
bike show was in jeopardy, so 
my son Steve got in touch to see 
if they wanted to use our pub. 



“They didn’t know if 
the hotel was going to 
reopen, but we are 
very happy to help 
them out. 

“If it’s a success, 
then maybe it will 
become an annual 
event at the Cherry 
Tree.” 

Cedric Martin, one 


of the show’s organ¬ 
isers, said: “It was 
looking a bit bleak for 
the show, so it’s great 
that we have found 
another venue. 

“The grounds are a 
bit smaller, but we will 
have around 400 people 
there and plenty of live 
music from bands. 


“We didn’t know 
what was happening 
when the hotel closed, 
so it’s fantastic the 
show is now going 
ahead.” 

The Soham Bike 
Show will take place 
on Sunday, May 25, 
between 10am and 
11pm. 


Admission costs £4 
or £5 with camping, 
with any funds raised 
going to Magpas, the 
volunteer lifesaving 
charity.

Residents call for action over 
city centre ‘eyesore’ building 


FURIOUS residents and business 
owners are demanding council 
action to sort out a city centre 
“eyesore” after building work 
ground to a halt yet again. 

The anger over the Market 
Street building site in Ely’s 
historic conservation area follows 
assurances from owner John 
Borland to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council that work was 
progressing. 

But except for a stint of drilling 
last month, there have been no 
signs of workmen for three weeks. 

It follows months of delays since 
the former greengrocers shop was 
torn down in March last year after 
lying derelict since 2003. 

Shopkeepers complained they 
were losing trade due to iron 


hoardings around the site, 
obscuring views of shops, while 
shoppers said it blighted the city 

John Skipper, a partner in A10 
Taxis on Market Street, said: 
“Nothing has happened for three 
weeks - it’s ridiculous. 

“It’s a vital passage for Ely, but 
these hoardings are blocking it off.” 

Mr Borland has refused to 
comment on the matter. A member 
of his staff at his garage on 
Cambridge Road said: “He says it 
is his concern and no one else’s.” 

But fed-up readers contacted the 
Weekly News to complain about 
the lack of action. 

Wayne Hancock, of Dalton Way, 
Ely, said: “Our council stated they 
were monitoring Mr Borland’s 
progress on a monthly basis. 


“Unless I’m missing 
something, yet another month 
has passed and again nothing has 
occurred . . . This lack of 
progress on Mr Borland’s eyesore 
has now run on far too long to be 
acceptable.” 

Eddie Holden, of Ely Road, 
Little Downham, said: “What an 
eyesore in a prime position of 
Ely. How many years has it been 
all boarded up, then demolished, 
now at a stand still?” 

Mr Borland has three years to 
complete the conversion to a shop 
and flats above, approved by the 
council. 

A council spokesman said: “We 
are keen to see the work completed 
as soon as possible.”

Jim Paice, MP for Soham, said: “I am 
pleased that Cambridgeshire appears to 
be ahead of the rest of the East Anglian 
region on this, but worried that other 
local education authorities are failing to 
meet Sir Michael Bichard’s recomm¬ 
endations. 

“This is a key issue that all local 
education authorities should be address¬ 
ing. I shall be pressing ministers to make 
sure that all schools meet the recom¬ 
mendations Sir Michael made after the 
Soham tragedy” 

Huntley met his 10-year-old victims 
Holly Wells and Jessica Chapman while 
working at the village’s secondary school. 
Huntley was convicted of their murder 
in 2003 and jailed for life - with a 
minimum tariff of 40 years. 

Regarding Cherry Hinton Infant 
School’s lack of trained staff, a council 
spokesman said one trained member of 
staff had recently left, the acting head¬ 
teacher was about to start the training 
online and another governor had now 
expressed an interest. 

Gordon Jeyes, deputy chief executive 
of Cambridgeshire County Council, said: 
“We have put a lot of effort into pushing 
this training. The pick up was slow, but 
after a lot of relentless nagging we are 
pleased with the progress we have made. 

“Sometimes 100 per cent is never going 
to be possible, because of things like staff 
turnover and governors standing down.”

Park traders 
plan opposed 


PLANS to allow 
street trading in Ely’s 
Jubilee Gardens 
could threaten the 
future of the peaceful 
riverside park. 

That is the claim from 
residents, councillors 
and civic groups, who 
fear the approval of a 
trading licence for an 
ice cream van in the 
gardens this summer 
will open the door for 
rampant “commercial¬ 
isation” of the park. 

They are urging mem¬ 
bers of East Camb¬ 
ridgeshire District 
Council’s licensing com¬ 
mittee to reject an 
application to make the 
gardens a “consent area 
for street trading” at the 
next meeting on May 14. 

Councillor Sheila 
Friend-Smith, chair¬ 
man of Friends of 
Jubilee Gardens, said: 
“It is such a shame to 
oppose this licence 
because we would like 
to have an ice cream 
trader there in the 
summer. 

“But if we say ‘yes’ 
this time, there is no 
justifiable reason why 
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we can say ‘no’ to other 
traders. 

“It could open the 
flood gates and we do 
not want to see this area 
become a market place. 

“Part of its attract¬ 
iveness is because it is 
so peaceful - it would 
lose its character if it 
became a place for 
traders.” 

Anthea Maybury, of 
Downham Road, Ely, 
also called for people to 
object to the move. 

She said: “We all 
enjoy the relaxed green 
space and lovely plants 
in Jubilee Gardens, so I 
hope people will take 
notice of a threatened 
change. 

“It would mean all 
kinds of stalls can apply 
to trade there - not just 
the odd ice cream kiosk 
in summer but burger 
vans, promotional 
stands for sundry org¬ 
anisations, sale of junk 
of every kind and food 
stalls creating masses of 
litter. 

“This would take 


away the delightful 
atmosphere of the 
gardens which have 
been developing into a 
cherished local spot.” 

Will Burton, chair¬ 
man of Ely Perspect¬ 
ive’s Riverside Group 
and chairman of Ely 
Trader’s Association, 
said: “I do not want to 
inhibit trading in the 
city, but serious consid¬ 
eration must be given to 
leisure in Ely. 

“The park was not 
saved a few years ago so 
it could be turned into a 
trading zone. 

“An ice cream van 
would be fine, but if it 
was turned into a 
designated trading area, 
it might be hard to stave 
off other applications to 
operate there. 

“Casual traders also 
tend to generate a lot of 
rubbish, which would 
also be a concern. 

“We already have a 
market square and we 
should be doing more to 
open it up to more 
visitors, rather than 
have people trading on 
the riverside.”

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Honour at last for forgotten airman 


A FORGOTTEN airman could 
finally be honoured nearly 70 
years after his death. 

The Weekly News revealed the 
tragic story of Sergeant Harry 
Taylor when an anonymous 
reader dropped a photo of him 
into our Ely office, hoping to 
reunite it with surviving members 
of his family. 

The photo of Harry - in uniform 
relaxing on a boat on the River 
Ouse in Ely - prompted several 
responses from readers, including 
military historian Chris Harley. 

Mr Harley, an expert on the First 
World War, explained how the 23- 
year-old was buried in Phaleron 
War Cemetery, near Athens, after 
an air crash on December 7,1940. 
He said: “Nine Blenheims of 211 
Squadron RAF took off from 
Menidi airbase in Greece for a 
raid on Valona in Albania, which 
was then occupied by Italian 
forces.

“Two aircraft were forced to turn 
back due to icing and crashed 
into hills, near Lamia, with all 
crew being killed. Harry would 
have been the observer on one of 
these two aircraft. 

“Strangely Harry is not listed on 
the Ely War Memorial, nor is his 


father, Harry, who was killed in 
one of the actions of the Battle of 
Arras in 1917.” 

Now Ely’s British Legion branch 
are looking to add Harry Jnr’s 
name to the war memorial in 
Market Place. 

Chairman Ray Hale said: “It 
seems strange he was missed off 
the list. We will be looking at 
Sergeant Taylor’s circumstances 
to see if we can add him to the 
list. 

“It can be done but has only 
happened once in exceptional 
circumstances. It was a young 
Navy man whose mother couldn’t 
accept her son had died and 
refused to let his name appear on 
the memorial. 

“When she died, other family 
members thought it was right that 
he was finally honoured. 

“I think it’s important these brave 
men are not forgotten.”

Questionnaire fails to give the full 
picture of Masterplan’s impact 


Sir, The Ely Masterplan 
consultation is at last under way, 
although how effective it will be 
in finding out what people think 
about the proposals remains to 
be seen. 

The questionnaire that the 
council has designed does not 
give the full picture of the impact 
of the plans, and seeks to limit 
any thorough analysis of the 
possible benefits, or 
disadvantages that could arise. 
The plan has as a basic premise 
the building of 5,000-plus new 
houses on Greenfield land to the 
north of Ely completely 
absorbing Chettisham, filling the 
whole space between the Ely 
bypass and Queen Adelaide. 

Yet the consultation does not 
even mention this, and does not 
ask the fundamental question if 
there is any public support for it. 
The consultation makes a lot of 
the delivery of the Ely southern 
link road, this has much public 
support, but regional 
Government has consistently 
placed it at the bottom of a list 
of transport priorities, and it 
would in any case not be critical 
in managing the huge traffic 
growth that development on the 
scale envisaged would bring. 
Despite trumpeting the growth 
of local employment, figures 
provided in background 


documents show us that the 
actual numbers of outward 
commuters using the A10 would 
vastly increase. 

Unfortunately this is not made 
clear in the consultation and in 
any case improvements to the 
most critical road for Ely 
residents are not mentioned or 
even hinted at. 

Some proposals in the plan 
could reasonably be supported, 
better linkages between the 
town and river for example, or 
an improved retail and leisure 
facilities, the creation of a 
country park and protecting 
green space. 

The new Local Development 
Framework has been in 
production for two years, has 
had considerable local 
consultation, and fulfils the 
Regional Spatial Strategy 
(Government target) for housing 
growth. 

The figure for housing growth is 
in the plan at 1,700 houses, only 
300 of which are to be on 
Greenfield sites. The public, 
landowners across the district 
and other interested parties 
have had time and opportunity 
to get involved in the process. 
But the Masterplan in contrast 
has been written behind closed 
doors by members of one 
political group, and officers, with 


assistance from Cambridgeshire 
Horizons, an unelected Quango 
dominated by business 
interests. 

Worse than the closed nature of 
the steering group meetings - 
the notes from them are not 
brought to any council 
committee - is the speed that 
the proposals have become in 
essence council policy. 

Officers have now been 
instructed “to proceed with 
arrangements for the delivery 
and management of the 
implementation of the 
Masterplan”. 

This was passed by strategic 
development committee on 
April 15 despite amendments 
proposed by the Liberal 
Democrat group asking for more 
lengthy and balanced 
consultation. 

A small group of Conservative 
councillors are hell bent on 
fundamentally altering our city; 
as you can see from the above 
committee minute quoted, the 
decision has already been 
made. 

Perhaps your readers might like 
to let those in power at the 
council know how they feel 
about a shopping development 
entirely covering the Paradise 
Field, I understand residents 
have already been contacted 


regarding compulsory purchase 
possibilities in Lynn Road; or for 
example moving all leisure 
facilities to beyond the bypass 
in Downham Road; or maybe 
asking questions about traffic 
management proposals for the 
10,000 cars generated by the 
extra houses not mentioned in 
the consultation questionnaire. 
Do get involved, you never 
know you might be listened to. 
At a market stall last Saturday a 
group of Lib Dem councillors 
asked questions prompted by 
the Masterplan, in a snapshot 
consultation exercise, designed 
to give ALL councillors a better 
idea of public acceptance of the 
proposals. 

The results - rejected as a stunt 
by Conservatives at council - 
were startling. Only 12 per cent 
supported the increased 
housing figure, the vast majority 
opting for the more modest and 
acceptable 1,700. 

Why are we being told to 
welcome three times the target 
figure for new build, especially 
since the council has committed 
over £100,000 fighting 
Mereham, a settlement of a 
similar size?

Sir, It is difficult to take any interest in the 
Masterplan until we know what the Tory 
councillors are going to do with the 
Babylon Gallery and the Maltings. 

If they spoil these amenities then I don’t 
hold out much hope for Ely in the future! 

I note that in a recent survey carried out 
by Liberal Democrats on people’s first 
response to the Masterplan, 70 per cent 
of those questioned said they wanted to 
see an art gallery retained on Riverside. 
That information and the fact that 26,000 
people visited the Babylon Gallery this 
year more or less wraps up the case for 
keeping this tourist attraction, I would 
have thought. 

The Tories say they have to close it to 
save money, though with that amount of 
visitors, it is obvious the gallery must be 
bringing a lot of wealth into the city. 
However, if Babylon has to make money, 
why not rent out the top part of the 
building as artist’s studios, now it is 
being vacated by council office staff? 

The building would be relatively cheap to 
convert and would bring instant rent into 
the coffers. 

Having artists working on site would 
enable them to open their studios from 
time to time to visitors, adding another 
attraction to Riverside. 

The Tory council says it is listening to 
what people want. It has already got the 
message loud and clear about Ely 
cinema, so let us hope it is taking note 
about retaining these other important 
facilities.

Revival of

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Critics slam site chosen 
for walk-in health centre

POORER people and those 
working long hours in Cam¬ 
bridge and the Fens will lose 
out when a new health cen¬ 
tre opens, critics say 

Cambridgeshire Primary Care 
Trust (PCT) has been told by the 
Government to create a new GP-led 
health centre which will be open 
daily for up to 12 hours from 2009. 

The PCT opted to open it in St 
Neots - instead of Cambridge, 
March, Huntingdon or Wisbech - 
on the grounds that the market 
town has more residents per GP 
than the other locations and is set 
to see steep population growth. 

One of the PCT’s aims for the 
new facility, which will have Gov¬ 
ernment funding of £250 million a 
year, is to “tackle inequalities in 
health and service provision”. 

But Geoff Heathcock, Liberal 
Democrat spokesman for health on 
Cambridgeshire County Council, 
thinks that its chosen location 
means that areas with the highest 
deprivation and lowest levels of 
health will not benefit. 

He said: “It is bizarre that the 
PCT, by its own data and its own 
investigations, comes up with facts 
that have Fenland as the most 
deprived area in the county

“The PCT then flies in the face of 
that evidence and comes up with a 
proposal to build a health centre in 
St Neots.” 


A PCT report on the health 
centre notes the county’s highest 
levels of relative deprivation are in 
Fenland, north-east Cambridge and 


areas of Huntingdonshire, includ¬ 
ing St Neots. 

It also states: “Developing 
premises in central Cambridge is 
necessary but it is also difficult due 
to land availability and higher 
costs.” 

Dr Mike Knapton, a Cambridge 
GP, said: “Putting it in St Neots 
means that in other areas where 
there is a high level of deprivation, 
there is no benefit from this 
investment.” 

The Government has made 
health centres with extended 
opening hours a central element in 
its drive to tailor the NHS to patient 
needs. 

The St Neots centre, open from 
8am to 8pm every day, will offer 
walk-in and advance bookings. 

In its first year, the health centre 
is expected to cater for 4,800 
patients, increasing to 12,000 by the 
fifth year. 

Matthew Smith, assistant dir¬ 
ector of primary care at the PCT, 
said: “We weighed up the options 
very carefully. We concluded that 
the particular nature of this type of 
development would be better suited 
to a large town with a high 
commuter population. 

“Although we have selected St 
Neots for this particular prog¬ 
ramme, we are still pursuing 
improving access to primary care 
in Wisbech and Cambridge.” 


Numbers on 
the rise at 
Scout groups 

THE popularity of Scouting is on 
the rise in Cambridgeshire. 

Membership has shown its 
most rapid growth in 22 years 
and now boasts 5,600 youth 
members in 110 Scout groups 
across the county. 

These are made up of 1,800 
Beaver Scouts aged six to eight, 
1,700 Cub Scouts aged eight to 10, 
1,700 Scouts aged 10 to 14 and 350 
Explorer Scouts who range from 
14 to 18 years of age. 

Richard Claridge, 18, a young 
leader from Hardwick, is one of 
1,300 adult volunteers in the 
county. 

He said: “It’s a shame there are 
so many young people who are 
missing out on all the activities 
Scouting offers. 

“Already this year, my group 
has tried out an amazing variety 
of activities, from scuba diving, 
hiking in the Lake District and 
go-karting to kayaking, cooking 
and a narrow boat expedition in 
the summer.”

applying for mortgages has been 
in decline since the beginning of 
2002, while the percentage of 
remortgage and portfolio 
extension cases has steadily risen 
over the same period. 

This suggests that growth in the 
buy-to-let market is being driven 
by experienced landlords building 
long-term portfolios rather 
than occasional investors or 
new entrants to the market. 
According to ARLA, the 
average buy-to-let investor 
intends to hold the property 
for 17 years, while a separate 
survey from Paragon shows 
that 93 per cent of landlords 
have held buy-to-let property 
for six years or more. 

In the three months to the 
end of February, brokers said 
four out of 10 landlords 
taking out buy-to-let 
mortgages (45 per cent) were 
remortgaging, while 34 per 


cent were seeking to extend their 
portfolios. 

Only 16 per cent of buy-to-let 
business comes from people 
making their first buy-to-let 
purchase. 

This figure has declined steadily 
since May 2001, when four out of 
10 buy-to-let mortgages were 
taken out by first-time investors. 
Nigel Terrington, Paragon Group 
chief executive, said: “There is still 
demand from new landlords to 
enter the market and opportunities 
remain for those investors, but 
professional landlords hold the 
majority of stock in the private 
rented sector and these larger 
scale investors account for the 
bulk of the new transactions. 
“These landlords represent the 
core of the buy-to-let market - 
they are investors that base their 
purchase decisions on proven 
tenant demand for long-term 
returns rather than speculative 


investment for a quick profit.” 
Terrington added: “We are 
experiencing one of the toughest 
environments for decades, but 
landlords are in a strong position 
and invest for the long-term, with 
some taking opportunist action to 
add to their portfolios. 

“We have seen reports that there 
will be a flood of properties being 
put up for sale following changes 
to the capital gains tax rules, but 
we don’t believe this will be the 
case. 

“You may see a trickle of 
properties being marketed by 
speculative investors wishing to 
make a quick exit, but all of our 
anecdotal and statistical evidence 
suggests landlords are in it for the 
long-term. 

“Research released by RICS last 
week confirms our view. 

“Their survey of residential letting 
agents revealed that currently only 
2 per cent of landlords will sell at 


the end of their current tenancy 
due to the changes in capital 
gains tax. 

“Any inclination to cash in on 
property price gains at the lower 
tax rate is far outweighed by 
exceptional tenant demand 
leading to rising rents.” 

Buy-to-let specialist intermediary, 
David Whittaker of Mortgages for 
Business, confirmed that his 
business has been dealing 
predominantly with experienced 
landlords in recent months. 

“The last few months have been 
amongst our busiest ever as 
professional landlords respond to 
the highest rental demand they 
have seen for years and add 
properties to their portfolios at 
good prices. 

“We can see that the owner- 
occupier, and in particular first¬ 
time buyer, is having a tough time 
of it but inevitably this has helped 
to bolster our clients’ businesses.”

Subtle styling 


THINK “coupe” and images 
of a low and slinky muscled 
thing on performance¬ 
enhancing drugs come to 
mind. 

Yet BMW has always taken a 
more softly softly approach with 
its 3 Series Coupe, which has never 
shared any body panels with its 
saloon counterpart, but may as 
well have for all the visual 
distinctions that this made. 

The new model is different 
though, because it is so much more 
of a looker than the frumpy 
saloon. If you are keen to order 
one, then I recommend the M 
Sport specification as seen here, 
which adds visual spice thanks to 
a body styling package, as well as 
dynamic verve from lowered 
sports suspension. Other M Sport 
goodies include 18-inch light alloy 
wheels, while inside are “M” 
tagged doorsills, alcantara-shod 
sports seats, a tactile short shift 
gearlever and a chunky steering 
wheel, both emblazoned with that 
magical “M” moniker. 

All of this sporting pretension 
feels a little ill at ease in a car 
powered by a 2-litre diesel engine, 



and this sense of indiscretion 
lingers once you have slotted the 
key into the dash and then been 
compelled to press a separate 
starter button to fire things up. I 
mean please, in a diesel? 

But first impressions can be 
quiet wrong. Take the Coupe for a 
drive and the M Sport labels and kit 
make much more sense.

The suspen¬ 
sion upgrades mean the ride height 
is lower by 15mm and progress is a 
little firm, but one of the most 
amazing things about this car is 
how well damped it feels. The 
resulting ride is surprisingly 
comfortable, and driving 
impressions are top notch, thanks 
to the talented chassis, which offers 
the most advanced suspension

design in its class. Lift the bonnet 
and you will see how well set back 
the engine is, which no doubt 
contributes to the perfect 50:50 
front/rear weight distribution. 

Although the 2-litre unit is the 
smallest diesel available in the 
Coupe range, it is a real testament 
to BMW’s engine-making brilliance, 
offering an unusually high power 
output, oodles of torque, and 
impressively low C02 emissions. In 


my care it averaged 45mpg. 

The only real niggle is a gearbox 
that is obstructive, make changing 
through the gears a tad slow. 

BASICALLY... 

Understated styling means this 
Coupe doesn’t need to shout about 
its attributes. Take it for a spin, 
however, and you will realise that 
there is a subterranean depth of 
ability waiting to be tapped into.

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Audi’s Q5 to battle rivals 


SMART, swish, and 
sporty, the new Audi Q5 
is destined to do a lot 
more than add to the 
crush in the burgeoning 
family sports utility- 
crossover vehicle sectors. 

Audi is very much the badge 
of the moment, with sales and 
brand loyalty on the up and 
still a long way off being on the 
crest of the wave. 

The Q5’s flowing lines and 
lower, more sporting, stance 
should quickly attract a strong 
following when it goes on sale 
in Britain later this year, and 
could even dent the market 
aspirations of the firm’s new 
A4 range - the Q5’s pricing 
won’t be far removed from that 
of its popular saloon sibling. 

One rival that will be 
watching its back when the Q5 
arrives is the current crossover 
market leader, the Nissan 
Qashqai, whose seven-seater 
version, the Qashqai+2 arrives 
in the UK in October. 

The Qashqai+2, at 4.52 
metres long, is closer to the 
five-door Q5’s dimensions, 
which stretches a little more to 
4.63 metres in length. 

Yet the new Audi has the 
longest wheelbase - at 2.81 
metres - in this segment, 
which means a roomy cabin, 
albeit for only five adults. The 
Q5’s seats are designed to be 


flexible, especially at the rear, 
where the backrests are angle- 
adjustable and easy to fold 
down via a remote release lever 
in the boot. 

The cargo space itself has a 
second under-floor storage 
area, allowing basic load space 
to first expand to 540 litres 
before a flattening of the rear 
seats ups that to 1,560 litres. 

Longer cargo can be 
accommodated by fitting 
options such as a slide-forward 
rear bench seat, and a front 
passenger seat with folding 
backrest. 

The Audi Q5 will initially 
arrive with three engines, one 
2.0-litre turbo petrol unit, and 
2.0 and 3.0-litre turbo diesel 
engine choices. But that 
powerplant line-up could 
quickly change - Audi is noted 
for adding more powerful 
motors once demand for a 
range is established. 

The four-cylinder 2.0-litre 
TFSI petrol unit sprints from 0 
to 62mph in 7.2 seconds, can 
touch 138mph, and averages 
33.2mpg on the official 
combined cycle. 

The refined 2.0-litre turbo 
diesel has a combined cycle 
fuel consumption of 42.1mpg, 
can reach 62mph from standing 
in 9.5 seconds, and has a top 
speed of 126.76 mph. 

The most powerful engine in 
the line-up, the 3.0-litre TDI, is 


a V6 diesel that delivers 237bhp 
to take the Audi Q5 from 0 to 
62mph in 6.5 seconds, before 
accelerating away to a top 
speed of 139mph. The V6’s 
thirst equates to a reasonable 
36.6mpg on the combined cycle. 

Six-speed manual and seven- 
speed automatic transmissions 
will be available, and the Q5 
gets Audi’s famed quattro four- 
wheel drive system as 
standard. 

In normal conditions, 60 per 
cent of the engine power goes 
to the rear wheels for sporting, 
rear-focused driving 

enjoyment, but the transfer box 
can deliver up to 65 per cent of 
the power to the front axle, and 
a maximum of 85 per cent to 
the rear axle, when there is a 
demand for it. 

Hi-tech fittings and options 
include cruise control, hill 
descent control, a parking 
system with rear-view camera, 
a lane departure warning 
system, and Audi’s side assist, 
which warns of hazards when 
changing lanes. 

Other buy-in items include 
tyre pressure monitoring, a 
panoramic glass sunroof with 
tilting function, triple-zone 
climate control, sun blinds for 
the rear side windows, adaptive 
cornering lights, and a 
powered, push-button tailgate 
as seen on the firm’s bigger Q7 
4x4.

DIY servicing motorists are a dying breed 


MEN no longer trust their 
DIY motor mechanic 
skills and are becoming 
DlFMs (Do It For Me) in¬ 
stead, says to a survey. 

Only about 14 per cent 
of male drivers attempt 
to take care of under- 
the-bonnet problems, 
the Castrol poll found. 

Rather than doing it 
themselves, three in four 
men are now relying on a 
professional for even the 


most basic care 
maintenance, the survey 
of 1,360 people showed. 

With women, the 
number prepared to go 
down the DIY road is 
even smaller, with 87 per 
cent of female motorists 
seeking professional help 
or asking their partners to 
do their car maintenance.

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Big rethink 
on biofuels 
production 


AID AGENCIES and 
environmentalists have 
welcomed a Government rethink 
on the use of biofuels as a way 
of cutting greenhouse gas 
emissions. 

Just days after implementing 
the Renewable Transport Fuel 
Obligation, requiring petrol and 
diesel to contain a proportion of 
biofuels, Gordon Brown 
acknowledged that they were 
also helping to drive up world 
food prices. 

Addressing a food prices 
summit in Downing Street, the 


Prime Minister stressed the need 
for further research on the issue. 

“We need to look closely at 
the impact of biofuels on food 
prices and the environment,” he 
said. 

Oxfam policy and campaigns 
director Phil Bloomer, who 
attended the summit, welcomed 
the news. 

“Setting mandatory targets for 
biofuels before we are aware of 
their full impact is madness,” he 
said. “Not only are biofuels 
pushing up food prices, but they 
are also linked to human rights 


abuses and land-grabs from the 
poor. Furthermore, there is 
growing evidence that biofuels 
targets will worsen climate 
change.” 

Friends of the Earth’s food 
camp-aigner, Vicky Hird, added: 
“Evidence is growing that they 
cause more harm than good. UK 
and European targets for 
increasing biofuel use by adding 
it to our petrol must be 
scrapped.” 

In an article on the No 10 
website, Brown said that 
biofuels were “frequently energy- 


inefficient” and that a “more 
selective” approach was 
needed. 

“If our UK review shows that 
we need to change our 
approach, we will also push for 
change in EU biofuels targets,” 
he said. 

His comments reflect concern 
that agricultural land is being 
switched to biofuel production at 
a time when the effects of 
climate change coupled with 
rising demand mean there is a 
shortage of land for food 
production.
